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T^HE  classes  recommended  for  ex- 
amination had  been  carefully 
considered  by  the  faculty.  Of  147 
Juniors  enrolled  during  the  year,  91 
were  deemed  qualifitd.  Of  loi  Sen- 
iors, 97  were  presented.  Tlurewas 
one  candidate  in  the  Scientific  course. 
The  State  Board  of  Examiners  con- 
sisting of  Hon.  John  Q.  Stewart, 
Deput}'  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction; John  F.  Bigler,  Principal, 
Edinboro;  Eemuel  O.  Foose,  Superin- 
tendent, Harrisburg;  George  F  Mar- 
tin, Superintendent,  Green  County; 
E.  E.  Miller,  Superintendent,  Brad- 
ford; J.  I.  Robl),  Superintendent, 
Lower  Merion  township,  Montgomery 
County;  H.  M.  Roth,  Superintendent, 
Adams  Count}',  and  R.  B.  Teitrick, 
Superintendent,  Jefferson  Couny, 
approved  the  action  of  the  Faculty  by 
pa.ssing  every  candidate.  There  were 
also  approved  16  students  in  advanced 
Caesar,  four  in  Virgil,  five  in  Cicero, 
one  in  Greek,  one  in  French,  six  in 
German,  23  in  Solid  Geometry,  two  in 
higher  Algebra,  five  in  Trigonometry, 
14  in  Zoology,  two  in  Logic,  20 
in  Chemistry  and  12  in  advanced 
Physics. 

The  Senior  examinations  were  held 
in  the  Library,  the  Junior  in  the 
Chapel,  and  tho.se  in  advanced  sub- 
jects in  the  Laboratory  and  in  PvOom 
218.  Not  one  student  was  prevented 
by  illness  from  attendance,  and  no  one 
found  it  neces.sary  to  withdraw  during 
the  progre.ss  of  the  work.  This  fact 
is  suggestive. 

The  happy  result  of  the  examination 
is  not  an  occasion  for  boasting.  No 
school  can  successfulh'  pass  through 
such  an  ordeal  unless  it  be  fortunate 
in  having  a  judicious,  patient,  pains- 
taking and  experienced  board    of  ex- 


aminers. Such  men  constituted  the 
committee.  The  .school  takes  pleasuje 
in  thus  publicly  acknowledging  its 
indebtedness. 


TN  his  beautiful  Foot-Path  to  Peace, 
which  should  hang  in  daily  sight 
of  each  one  of  us,  Henry  Van  Dyke 
says  :  "Be  governed  by  your  adnnr- 
ations  rather  than  by  your  disgusts."

The  CDol  weather  is  responsible  for 
the  feeling  of  surprise  with  which  we 
awoke  on  the  morning  of  June  nine- 
teenth, to  the  realization  of  the  fact 
that  the  closing  exercises  of  Model 
vSchool  were  before  us.  Never  did  the 
building  look  prettier — tinted  walls, 
and  newly  oiled  floors  gave  a  general 
air  of  renovation — flowers  and  child- 
ren's faces  were  everywhere.  The 
work  of  the  year  was  put  up  around 
the  rooms,  and  many  were  the  decor- 
ations of  flower  borders,  blackboard 
designs  and  maps  to  testify  to  faithful 
preparation  on  the  part  of  the  Seniors. 
Amongst  the  new  equipment  of  the 
school  must  be  counled  a  display  of 
work  in  Manual  Training  put  up  in 
the  hall — showing  a  classified  arrange- 
ment of  pupils'  work  of  the  year. 
Manual  Training  has  proved  an  in- 
creasingly valuable  branch  of  w(^rk  as 
conducted  under  the  skillful  guidance 
of  Prof.  Jaques. 

The  Primary  Department  has  been 
especially  fortuna'e  in  having  had 
two  pieces  of  sculpture  added  to  its 
art  treasures— a  statuette,  two  feet 
high  of  Flying  Mercury,  and  a  cast  of 
Delia  Robbia's  Dancing  Children  40 
by  38  inches.  It  is  not  easy  to  esti- 
mate the  value  to  both  students  and 
children  in  having  daily  before  them 
samples  of  the  highest  art  in  form  and 
color. 

An  experimental  one-session  for  the 
last  two  weeks  of  school  had  worked 
so  favorably  to  attendance  that  nearly 
every  child  was  in  his  .seat  as  the 
exercises  began.  A  generous  attend- 
ance of  parents,  teachers  and  vi-siting 
educators   gratified    all    interested    in 


the  school  and  many  expressions  of 
approval  and  discriminating  commen- 
dation rewarded  the  eff"orts  of  the 
morning.

In  closing  the  seventh  year  of 
school  life  in  the  new  M(jdel  School 
building  one's  mind  goes  back  over 
the  past  and  ponders  upon  the  forces 
for  good  that  in  that  time  have  held 
sway  within  tho.se  walls.  More  than 
five-hundred  teachers  have  practised 
there;  many  more  hundred  pupils  have 
felt  their  iiifluence.  No  radical  change 
in  policy  has  t-iken  place  to  upset  the 
steady  growth  of  a  school  which  has 
increa.sed  three-fold  in  the  time,  but  a 
general  broadening  and  enlarging  of 
the  .scope  of  the  work  has  produced 
many  gratifying  results. 


In  other  ways  than   by    the  growth 
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of  the  Model  School  has  our  Normal 
shown  a  recent  growth  along  profes- 
sional lines  and  an  enlarging  of  pro- 
fessional spirit.  The  Pedagogical 
Club,  formed  and  carried  on  by  the 
Faculty,  has  done  much  to  keep  the 
school  in  touch  with  modern  edu- 
cational thought.  The  teachers  have 
also  shown  progressive  spirit  by  their 
generous  attendance  upon  summer 
schools  and  Universities  for  advanced 
work.  Their  influence  has  not  been 
lost  upon  the  students  as  our  many 
graduates  now  in  college  show,  and 
many  are  the  tributes  that  have  been 
paid  during  the  3'ear^  to  our  alumnae 
who  are  teaching. 

With  this  record  of  our  past  as 
inspiration  for  our  future,  w'e  can  go 
confidentl}'  forward  into  a  new  year 
and  feel  we  can  rightfull}-  expect  the 
cordial  support  of  all  graduates  and 
friends  of  Indiana  Normal. 


Child  Study  ^otes. 

1.  In  general  there  is  a  distinct 
relationship  in  children,  between 
physical  condition  and  intellectual 
capacity,  the  latter  varying  directly 
as  the  former. 

2.  The  great  extremes  in  physical 
condition  of  pupils  in  the  upper 
grammar  grades,  makes  it  desirable  to 
introduce  great  elasticity  into  the 
work  of  these  grades. 

There  are  certain  periods  of  the 
school  day  when  pupils  on  the  aver- 
age have  a  higher  storage  of  energy 
than  at  other  periods.  These  periods 
should  be  utilized  for  the  highest 
forms  of  intellectual  work. 

4.  The  pubescent  period  is  charac- 
terized by  extensive  range  of  physical 
features  of  the  individuals  in  it. 
Hence,  although  a  period  fit  for  great 


activity  of  the  ma.ss  of  the  young,  it  is 
also  one  of  numerous  individual  ex- 
ceptions to  this  general  law.  During 
this  period  a  greater  per  cent,  of 
individuals  than  usual  pa.ss  beyond 
the  range  of  normal  limits  set  by  the 
mass.  It  is  a  time,  therefore,  when 
the  weak  fail  and  the  able  forge  to  the 
front,  and  hence  calls  for  a  higher 
degree  than  usual  of  individualization 
of  educational  work  and  influence.

Miss  Gallaher's  Letter. 

(Continued  from  May  Herald  ) 

Of  these  I  should  like  to  say  most 
about  the  training-school  in  connection 
with  the  University  of  Oxford,  but  I 
shall  pass  it  over  in  favor  of  Chelten- 
ham Ladies'  College,  which  I  hear 
has  been  highly  praised  -by  Dr.  G. 
Stanley  Hall.  It  was  my  rare  good 
fortune  to  be  invited  by  the  principal 
of  the  college,  Miss  Dorothea  Beale, 
to  spend  two  da3'S  in  visiting  the  in- 
.stitution,  and  I  might  add,  ni}'  rarer 
good  fortune  to  have  fine  weather  for 
my  visit  to  the  world-renowned  Chel- 
tenham. The  college  contains  about 
one  tho  sand  students,  varying  from 
Kindergarten  to  London  B.  A.,  that 
is,  those  who  take  an  examination 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Universit}^ 
of  London  and  receive  the  degree, 
B.  A.  The  students  at  Cheltenham 
are  all  the  daughters  of  gentlemen. 
They  live  in  eighteen  colleges  or  halls 
near  the  main  building  in  which  are 
the  assembly  hall,  the  recitation 
rooms.  Miss  Beale' s  residence,  etc.  I 
was  entertained  in  a  charming  manner 
by  Miss  Lumby  at  vSt.  Hilda's  College, 
a  dormitory  accommodating  sixty  of 
the  eldest  girls.  It  is  a  handsome 
and  pleasant  house,  which  I  cannot 
now  describe.  The  main  l)uilding,  or 
the  College  as  I  shall  call  it,  covers  a 
great  area  and  is  two  stories  high. 
Although  it  consists  of  an  original 
building  with  three  large  extensions 
erected  at  different  times,  it  is  archi- 
tecturally very  pleasing,  reminding 
me  of  Girton  College  at  Cambridge 
and  our  own  Bryn  Mawr.  The  main 
corridor  is  always  at  one  side,  and  is 


paved  with  black  and  white  marble. 
As  it  is  well  lighted,  it  makes  a  good 
galler}',  and  is  hung  with  beautiful 
pictures,  principally  large  photo- 
graphs. One  of  these.  Sir  Gilahad, 
is  especial!}'  pointed  <  ut  as  the  gift  of 
Beatrice  Harraden,  an  alumnus  of  the 
College,  and  the  author  of  ''Ships  that 
Pass  ill  the  Night."  In  niches  and 
on  pedestals  stand  statues  of  famous 
English  women. 

The  classes  that  I  visited  were 
English  literature,  taught  by  Miss 
Beale,  French,  political  science,  Eng- 
lish history,  art,  and  the  practice- 
school.  In  the  last  I  listened  to  a 
lesson  on  '"The  passing  of  Arthur" 
that  I  should  be  glad  to  write  out  in 
full,  it  was  so  beautiful  and  so  well 
given.  While  I  enjoyed  the  school 
greatly,  and  found  my  visit  profitable 
in  many  ways,  my  principal  interest 
was  in  the  easy  quiet  way  that  every 
one  went  about  her  work,  and  the 
seriousness  with  which  she  worked. 
There  seemed  to  be  no  effort  to  keep 
quiet,  but  everyone  was  quiet.  I  sat 
beside  Mi.ss  Beale  on  a  little  platform 
during  the  morning  devotional  exer- 
cises, and  saw  a  thousand  persons 
enter  the  room  and  pass  to  their 
places  without  hearing  or  seeing  a 
whisper  or  noticing  the  .slightest  con- 
fusion. Just  as  orderly  the  room  was 
vacated  at  the  close  of  the  exercises  : 
although  the  organ  was  played,  the 
pupils  did  not  march  out,  but  merely 
left  their  places  in  turn  and  passed  to 
their  recitation  halls. 

In  the  afternoon  we  went  to  the 
hockey-field,  a  large  level  meadow 
where  twelve  or  fifteen  games  of  this 
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favorite  sport  were  going  on  at  the 
same  time.  Here  again  was  admir- 
ably shown  the  English  discipline  and 
self-restraint,  to  me  one  of  the  finest 
features  of  English  education,  and  the 
result,  I  think,  of  the  exc^Tent  home- 
training  found  in  the  English  famil}-.

The  Baccalaureate  Sermon. 

On  Sabbath  morning,  June  23,  the 
Baccalaureate  sermon  was  preached  in 
the  Methodist  cliurch  b}'  Dr.  George 
E    Reed,  of  Dickinson  College. 

Dr.  Reed  announced  as  his  theme 
"Greatness  Through  Service,"  based 
upon  the  words,  "I  am  among  you  as 
he  that  serveth." 

We  shall  try  to  give  a  few  of  the 
many  helpful  thoughts  presented  in 
the  sermon  : 

Of  all  the  incidents  in  the  life  of 
Christ,  there  are  two  that  are  of 
special  importance,  the  institution  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  and  the  washing 
the  feet  of  the  disciples.  The  first 
may  be  called  the  sacrament  of  re- 
membrance and  the  second,  the  sacra- 
ment of  service.  There  is  a  close  and 
vital  connection  between  the  two,  for 
to  remember  Christ  is  to  serv^  Christ. 
There  is  but  one  way  to  achieve 
e.s.sential  greatness  in  the  world,  and 
that  is  through  service. 

The  speaker  dwelt  upon  the  em- 
pha.sis  that  comes  upon  the  words, 
"I  am  among  you. as  he  that  .serveth," 
from  the  character  of  the  one  who 
said  the.se  words  They  are  not  the 
words  of  a  menial,  but  of  the  God- 
man,  one  "who  thought  it  not  robbery 
to  be  equal  with  God."  And  yet  He 
was  always  among  men  as  one  who 
served.  He  came  not  to  be  ministered 
unto  but  to  minister,  and  He  never 
grew  weary  of  .serving. 

In  looking  back  over  the  history  of 
the  world,  we  see  many  whom  the 
world  has  called  great — men  and 
women  who  have  toiled  for  selfish 
aggrandizement.  But  a  change  has 
come  over  the  spirit  of  the  world. 
The  chief  characteristic  of  the  nine- 
teenth century  is  its  hnmaneness,  the 
emphasizing  of  the  thought  that  all 
men  are  created  equal.  The  growing 
.spirit  of  the  age  is  the  belief  that  a 
man  is  bound  to  devote  his  life  to 
making  the  world  better.     People  are 


measured  by  the  standard  of  the  spirit 
and  life  of  Jesus  Christ.  The}'  are 
great  only  in  proportion  as  thej'  come 
up  to  the  stature  and  measure  of 
Jesus. 

In  the  history  of  the  future,  tho.se 
who  will  figure  largely  are  the  men 
and  the  women  who  have  given  their 
lives  for  others.

Commencement  Exercises. 

So  long  as  progress  is  the  pass  word, 
it  is  surely  no  disloyalty  to  classes 
that  have  left  the  school  to  say  that 
the  class  of  1901  certainly  presented 
the  finest  appearance  of  them  all. 
Orange  and  black  are  its  colors  and 
its  number  is  ninety-seven. 

A  fine  summer  morning  brought  a 
large  audience,  and  after  an  opening 
chorus,  prayer  was  offered  by  Dr. 
Crawford  of  the  Presbyterian  church, 
when  the  program  was  carried  out  as 
given  below. 

Owing  to  the  smallernumber  of  per- 
formers than  usual,  and  a  delightful 
breeze,  the  end  of  the  program  was 
reached  without  the  weariness  which 
so  often  attends  even  the  most  inter- 
esting commencements. 

To  anyone  interested  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  best  form  of  expres- 
sion it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  observe 
growth  along  this  line  for  several 
years  past,  and  to  note  the  simple  and 
natural  way  in  which  our  students 
give  their  essays,  declamations  and 
orations,  as  opposed  to  the  bombastic 
style  once  so  popular  on  the  rostrum, 
and  still  catching  to  the  uncultured 
ear.  The  exerci.ses  on  the  29th  were 
no  exception  to  the  rule,  and  the 
school  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
high  standard  for  this  work. 

In  her  salutatO'^y  essay,  "Man  His 
Own  Star,"  Miss  Williams  emphasized 
the  fact  that  internal  conditions  deter- 
mine the  outcome  of  life,  and  that 
present  building  is  future  building, 
therefore   demands   our  greatest  care. 

Miss  Kugel  traced  the  rise  of  Rus- 
sia to  her  race  spirit,   followed  her  ef- 
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forts  for  constitutional  liber; 5-.  and 
predicted  the  settlement  of  the  eastern 
question  through  the  Cossack. 

From  History  to  Poetry  is  not  a  far 
cry,  as  Miss  Nicholls  showed  us  in 
her  "Science  and  Poetry,"  where  t'he 
pointed  out  the  parallelism  between 
the  development  of  science  and  the 
development  of  modern  poetry,  assert- 
ing that  poetr\'  is  not  tlie  accompani- 
ment of  ignorance;  that  truth  is  its 
essential  element,  and  that  poetr}^ 
has,  therefore,  been  assisted  and  not 
hindered  by  science. 

In  her  enthusiastic  exposition  of 
the  "Privilege  of  Living"  Miss  Dav}' 
struck  a  heart  note  too  often  left  un- 
touched. It  was  good  to  be  reminded 
of  the  enjoyment  life  holds  for  each 
one  who  looks  out  upon  nature  with 
open  eyes;  better  to  be  told  how  the 
working  out  of  high  ideals  is  possible 
for  eacn  of  us,  and  that  of  all  these 
ideals  service  is  the  most  in  accord 
with  the  spirit  of  our  age. 

"The  Crowd  Spirit"  has  received 
so  much  attention  at  the  hands  of 
noted  sociologists  that  Miss  McNary's 
essay  on  the  "Dominance  of  the 
Crowd"  was  very  pertinent.  Her 
point  was  to  show  that  the  principle 
of  crowd  domination  is  not  a  new  but 
a  very  old  one,  and  we  need  not  fear 
that  it  will  mar  our  hopes  or  disturb 
our  progress. 

In  "From  Patmos  to  St.  Helena" 
Miss  Uhlinger  presented  mo.st  force- 
fully the  contrast  between  the  un- 
selfish, Christ-like  majesty  of  a  life 
that  culminated  in  a  "vision  of  the 
New  Jerusalem"  on  the  isle  of 
Patmos,  and  another  life  of  conquest, 
selfishness  and  disappointed  ambition, 
fitly  symbolized  by  the  barren  rocks 
of  St.  Helena  on  which  it  was  ended. 
On  lowly  Patmos  unselfishness  lives  in 
the  "heavenly  vision,"  while  ambition 
perishes  on  barren  St.  Helena. 

As  valedictorian  Miss  Park  ex- 
pressed in  graceful  terms  the  farewell 
to  trustees,  faculty  and  class  after 
giving  her  very  interesting  essay 
whose  theme  was, 


"Raise  the  stone  and  thou  shaft  find  me, 
Cleave  the  wood  and  I  am  there." 

Mention  should  be  made  of  Miss 
Irene  Anderson's  ver}-  successful  reci- 
tation which  showed  fine  appreciation, 
and  was  well  delivered,  holding  the 
audience  throughout. 

PJeasant  variety  was  afforded 
throughout  the  program  by  the 
chorus  led  by  Mr:  Owens  and  the 
instrumental  music  by  Mrs.  Sawyer 
and  her  pupils. 

Dr.  Waller  conferred  the  Scientific 
diploma  on  Mr.  Herbert  Russell;  the 
diploma  of  the  Music  Department  on 
Miss  Kerr  and  Miss  Thompson,  and 
the  Commercial  diploma  on  a  number 
of  students. 

Mr.  Huff,  acting  for  the  class  of 
'98,  presented  to  the  Student  Body 
the  Blakley  memorial,  unveiled  at  the 
time  In  receiving  it  Dr.  Waller  re- 
ferred to  the  patriotic  spirit  showed 
by  the  young  men  of  the  school  at  the 
otitbreak  of  the  Spanish  war.  He 
closed  by  thanking  the  class  for 
remembering  the  school  in  this  way.

Our  g  aduates  are  constantly  in  de- 
mand, every  one  of  the  graduates  of 
the  Shorthand  Course  being  employed 
as  soon  as  the  course  is  completed, 
while  but  a  very  few  of  those  who 
have  completed  the  Commercial 
Course  are  now  unemployed 

Our  courses  are  very  thorough,  the 
polic}'  of  the  school  b-ing  to  graduate 
no  student  from  any  of  its  depariments 
who  does  not  have  at  least  a  good 
common  school  education.  We  there- 
fore include  in  our  Commercial 
Course  all  of  the  common  branches 
in  addition  to  those  generally  included 
in  the  so-called  "Business  Colleges" 
which  advertise  a  'three  month's 
course  and  a  po^^ition  guaranteed." 
We  do  not  guarantee  positions  but  do 
all  in  our  power  to  assist  worthy  grad- 
uates in  securing  positions,  and  have 
received  more  calls  for  graduates  than 
we  have  been  able  to  supply. 

There  is,  at  the  presen  time,  a 
wonderful  awakening  along  connner- 
cial  lines  as  is  evidenced  by  the 
following  resolutions  passed  b}'  the 
manufacturers  of  the  United  States  at 
one  of  their  recent  meetings  : 

"Whereas,  Recognizing  that  the 
future  prosperity  of  the  United  States 
depends  in  a  large  measure  on  the 
ability  of  its  manufacturers  and  mer- 
chants to  intelligently  conduct  foreign 
trade  and  Vjusiness  of  a  complex  char- 
acter, and  that  to  secure  this  end  it  is 
desirable  to  place  within  the  reach  of 
young  men  facilities  for  securing  com- 


prehensive business  education,  there- 
fore be  it 

"Resolved,  That  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Manufacturers  at  its  fifth 
annual  convention,  assembled  in  the 
cit}''  of  Boston  on  the  Twenty-sixth 
day  of  April,  1900,  advocates  the  es- 
tablishment of  free  public  commercial 
and  technical  depa'^tments  in  high 
sciiools,  colleges  and  educational  insti- 
tutions with  a  comprehensive  course 
of  study  and  requests  its  members  to 
use  their  earnest  endeavors  to  secure 
the  establishment  of  such  schools  or 
departments  in  the  cities  and  states 
which  they  represent." 

The  following  is  quoted  from  Prof. 
James  of  the    University    of  Chicago  : 

'  "Better  training  of  our  business  men 
is  needed  if  the  United  States  is  to  take 
the  position  in  the  world's  commer- 
cial affairs  to  which  her  resources, 
her  political  institutions,  and  her  in- 
ventive skill  and  adaptability  entitle 
her.  Germany's  system  of  Commer- 
cial education  explains  her  present 
pre-eminence  in  the  world's  markets." 

To  supply  these  needs,  the  Com- 
mercial Department  is  now  being 
added  to  nearly  all  of  the  large  col- 
leges and  universities  of  the  United 
States,  the  course  usually  covering 
three  or  tour  years'  work,  and  being 
in  no  respect  inferior  to  that  of  any 
other  course  given  in  the  university. 
The  High  Schools  of  the  cities  have 
.very  generally  added  Commercial 
Departments  to  their  cour.se,  while 
private  commercial  schools  and  busi- 
ness colleges  are  quite  numerous 
throughout  the  country.  We,  there- 
fore, have  frequent  calls  for  teachers 
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who  are  able  to  teach  subjects  re- 
quired in  shorthand  or  commercial 
courses,  one  employment  bureau  stating 
it  had  positions  for  eight}'  teachers 
which  it  could  not  fill,  and  requesting 
us  to  send  the  names  of  as  many  of  our 
graduates  as  possible  who  could  teach 
commercial  studies. 

To  supply  this  demand,  we  are. 
therefore,  very  anxious  to  have  a 
large  number  of  teachers  enter  this 
department  of  our  .school  the  coming 
term  in  order  to  make  special  prep- 
aration for  teaching  the  regular 
Commercial  studies.  It  means  for 
you  more  pleasant  employment,  larger 
salary  by  one-half,  and  regular 
eniployment  during  ten  or  twelve 
months  of  the  year  instead  of  being 
unemployed  nearly  half  the  year. 

All  necessary  informa'ion  with  ref- 
ernce  to  this  work  may  be  had  b}' 
addressing  the  Principal  of  the  Com- 
mercial Department.

Miss  Grace  McCutcheon  and  one 
other  young  lady,  who  has  not  yet 
been  definitely  chosen,  will  represent 
the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  at  the  Northfield 
conference  in  July. 


Mr.  G.  Dare  Fleck  will  attend  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  conference  which  meets 
at  Northfield,  June  28. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Y. 
W.  C.  A.,  through  its  mi.ssionary 
committee  espec  ally,  has  devoted  its 
energy  towards  home  matters — the 
drinking  fountain  in  the  home  of  the 
Pittsburg  Y.  W.  C  A.  and  the  organ 
and  furnishings  for  use  by  the  associ- 
ation here  at  Indiana.  There  is  a 
strong  probability  that  next  year  two 
scholarships  will  be  maintained,  one 
in  the  south  and  one  in  some  foreign 
land.

Blakley  Memorial. 

Early  in  the  summer  of  '98,  at  their 
country's    call,    a    number   of  young 


men  left  our  school  as  volunteers  for 
the  Spanish  war. 

Amongst  the  first  to  go  was  Joseph 
Blakley  at  that  time  a  member  of  our 
Senior  class  and  of  the  N.  G.  P.  He 
was  but  twenty-two  and  went,  as  he 
told  his  teachers,  from  a  sense  of  duty 
rather  than  from  any  sudden  en- 
thusiasm. 

Many  who  read  this  will  remember 
that  day  at  Normal  when  our  buys 
left  us.  They  will  recall  the  train  as 
it  moved  out  between  sorrowing  lines. 
They  will  st;e  the  car  decorated  for 
the  occasion  and  on  top  waving  his 
farewell,  that  one  boy  who  was  never 
again  to  greet  old  classmates  at 
Normal 

After  a  short  service  as  corporal, 
when  he  made  himself  much  beloved 
bv  those  about  him,  Joseph  Blakley 
died  at  Chickamauga  of  typhoid  fever. 

The  body  was  brought  back  to  the 
home  amongst  the  hills  near  Indiana, 
and  laid  to  rest  under  the  slanting 
beams  of  the  western  stm  one  beauti- 
ful September  day,  while  the  bugler 
sounded  his  last  "taps." 

It  was  fitting  that  his  classmates, 
remembering  with  admiration  this 
brave  young  life,  should  desire  to  per- 
petuate its  lesson  for  those  coming 
after  and  to  express  their  own  grati- 
tude for  a  beautiful  ideal. 

With  this  thought  in  view,  the 
class  have  erected  on  the  north  side  of 
the  chapel  between  the  windows,  a 
handsome  brass  tablet  framed  in  oak 
bearing  this  inscription  : 

In  loving  memory  of 

Joseph  Blakley, 

Corporal   Co.  F,  5th    Reg'.  Pa.  Vols. 

Died  atChickamauga,  Aug.  25, 1898. 

Aged  twenty-three  years. 

Erected    by  his  classmates 

A.  D.,  1901. 
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The  Huyghenian  Fete. 

There  are  lawn  fetes  and  lawn  fetes. 
This  one  was  held  on  the  first  floor  of 
the  main  building  on  the  evening  of 
June  15. 

The  reason  for  its  being  held  in  the 
hall  instead  of  on  the  lawni  is  clear  to 
all  who  shivered  through  the  first 
weeks  of  June  at  Indiana,  when  b}' 
some  error  on  the  clerk's  calendar  a 
lot  of  April  w^eather  was  furnished. 

However,  testimon\'  is  ready  to  the 
effect  that  cold-weather  lawn  fetes, 
held  in  the  house  and  managed  by  the 
Huyghenians,  are  both  pleasant  and 
profitable. 

Prettily  decorated  tables  occupied 
the  space  near  the  dining  room.  They 
were  served  by  most  attractive  young 
ladies,  and  the  excellent  quality  of  the 
cream,  strawberries  and  short  cake 
was  remarked  by  all. 

The  pleasantest  social  feeling  was 
exhibited  by  the  members  of  both 
societies,  so  many  of  whom  attended 
that  the  absence  of  outsiders  was  no 
loss. 

When  the  evening  ended,  exhausted 
supplies  and  a  repleted  treasury  bore 
witness  to  the  financial  success  of  the 
fete,  while  the  general  air  of  refine- 
ment which  prevailed  throughout  was 
also  a  cause  for  congratulation  to  the 
society.
